Wasting By Jockeys Include 
Losing A Stone But Recent 
Loss Of Nearly A Stone In 
24 Hours Is Record 


BY J. FAIRFAX-BLAKEBOROUGH 


In my notes regarding the Man- 
chester meeting of a week or two 
ago I mentioned that although 
Beinn Dearg was then beaten, Lord 
Zetland had expressed his convict- 
ion that his home-bred horse would 
not be long in winning a race. This 
prophecy proved correct, for the 
Manchester November Handicap fell 
to him. It was only a short head vic 
tory he secured over Longriggan and 
that after he seemed to have shot 
his bolt. Beinn Dearg came with a 
great rush in the last few strides. 
He finished the mile and a half race 
full of running and Nevett’s tactics 
in giving him an ‘easer’ proved right 

The list of National Hunt fixtures 
with recent additions, will provide 
a good deal of racing during Decem- 
ber and January and should en 
courage owners with flat racehorses 
in training to run them over hurdles 
animals 


One usually finds that it 
which have been showing form on 
the flat that pick up the early hur 
die events and this probably will be 
more than ever the case this sea- 
son. It does not seem likely that 
there will be anything like the usual 
number of ‘chasers in training. Pro 
grammes will, therefore, as far as 
possible be framed = accordingly, 
though National Hunt Rules require 
a certain number of steeplechases at 
each meeting. It is in the hurdle 
events that we will see the big fields 
and the coups attempted. Later in 
the season if things go well, there 
will be more meetings at Wetherby; 
Catterick will have a fixture and 
there may be others, so that owners 
will not lack opportunities to run 
their horses and trainers who specia- 
lize in National Hunt sport have re 
cently had more of their boxes filled 
Quite a number of trainers in normal 
times give jumping a miss, being glad 
of a respite after the strain, long 
journeys and continued absence from 
home which flat-racing entails. Capt 
Elsey, Mr. Matt Peacock, and several 
of the Newmarket 
amongst those who have no jumpers 
There are countless ‘little men’ who 


trainers are 


own and themselves train a jumper 
or two to run at their local meet 
ings. They are the very back-bone 
of the sport—often hunting men of 
the type who originated the National 
Hunt game. It remains to be seen 
whether, in view of most of the few 
minor winter meetings, they will go 
to the expense of sending moderate 
horses far afield. Entries for re- 
cent and forthcoming jumping meet- 
ings show scores of horses ‘trained 
privately’ which seems to suggest 
that the ‘little men’ will carry on 
like the good sportsmen most of them 
are. Racing, however, costs owners 
more in Great Britain than in any 
other country. and it seems certain 
that after the war there will have to 
be considerable reductions in entry 
fees and less of ‘owners running for 
their own money’. It may be that just 
as in 1871 a considerable number of 
country race meetings became ex- 
tinct because they could not raise 
the £300 per day added money re- 
quired by the Jockey Club, so, after 
the war some executives may not be 
able to comply with new demands 


which may be made upon them to 


reduce the expenses of owners of 
race horses and of race going general- 
ly. The future of the Turf, in view of 
taxation, is problematic though 
there is no fear for the continuance 
of the National sport. 

There has been a good deal of 
discussion amongst old ex-jockeys 
as to whether R. A. Jones established 
a wasting record recently by get- 
ting down from 9sts 6% pounds to 
Ssts 8 pounds within twenty-four 
hours. Jones wasted to this extent to 
ride Real Estate at Newmarket in 
the Queenberry Handicap which he 
won. There were some who were in- 
clined to pooh-pooh the claim that no 
jockey had ever got off so much 
weight in so short a time but none 
of those who so readily said ‘It’s been 
done lots of times’, could name time, 
individual and place. I have had 
several letters asking for data as to 
jockeys who have reduced their 
weight by nearly a stone. We know 
that many have done this, but not 
within twenty-four hours. They have 
often taken twenty-four days, find 
ing the last pound or so the most 
difficult. George M’Call always used 
to waste by walking long distances 
in sweaters, and this, together with 
physic and fasting was the method 
adopted by the old school who would 
not weaken themselves by the now 
Turkish bath 


weight reducing, though Fred Archer 


popular method of 
had his own steam cabinet for this 
purpose. It is recorded that one even 
ing Sam Day was informed that he 
wus required to ride the Duke of 
Grafton’s mare Loo at Newmarket 
He found he was 8st 4 pounds, and 
with physic and a 14 mile walk he 
got off twelve pounds and won. The 
veteran trainer Mr. ‘Bob’ Armstrong 
in his jockey days did a lot of walk 
ing to reduce weight and once told 
me that he frequently walked from 
Penrith to Carlisle and back (36 
miles). On one oceasion he tramped 
into Carlisle, taking 4% hours for 
the trip, and on arrival found that 
he had got off 4 pounds. He had a 
tumbler of water at Carlisle and 
when he got home scaled 2 pounds 
heavier than when he started! The 
late Jim Fagan once related a similar 
experience to me. He had got off 
f pounds overnight to ride at York 
and had reduced himself to the re 
quired weight. He had no break 
fast but on arriving at the course was 
so thirsty that he ate a small pear 
At seale he found that his bodily 
weight had increased by a pound 
Other jockeys have discovered that 


when they have wasted hard any food 


or drink increases their weight in 
the ratio of 83 to 4 to 1. In this con 
nection the famous royal trainer 
Richard Marsh told the following 
story 

“The winter before [ won on Tem- 
ple I walked 10st 6, and I rode 
Temple at Sst 7. Of course I had to 
waste awfully hard, and it really was 
a most depressing business. The day 
before Temple's race I had got down 
to the weight and then had a glass 
part of a 


of sherry and the leat 
small chop. When I came to weigh 
two or three hours” afterwards I 
found I was 3 pounds heavier. It 
meant more rigorous wasting, but 
the next day I—did the weight all 
right.” 

The harrier and beagle packs only 
are advertising their meeting places 
No accounts of sport with foxhounds 
are appearing in the Press and it 
would almost seem that the winter 
sport is being conducted with secrecy 
and ‘hush-hush’ mystery. So to a 
certain extent it is and after all, ab 
sence of reports of the doings of 
packs in the local Press spares one a 
good deal of irritation. We have the 
vexation of yeading of ‘the dogs’ be- 


ing ‘in the pink of condition under 
the command of the chief huntsman;’ 
of hounds ‘barking away along a good 
scenting line to the merry tune of the 
hunter’s trumpet,’ and we are also 
spared the invariable inference that 
the pleasure of the day is estimated 
in ratio to the number of foxes kil- 
led. 

There is a good deal of truth in 
this latter assertion, for the general- 
ity of rural scribes (having no know- 
ledge of sporting terminology, or 
wherein lies the real joy of hunt- 
ing) usually conclude their reports 
with ‘“‘Unfortunately the sport was 
spoiled as there was no kill,”’ or ‘‘the 
day proved most enjoyable as there 
were three kills.’ 

Discussing the future of foxhunt- 
ing the other day a well-known M. 
KF. H aid: “It won’t matter much 
if in the future there is less parade 
und glamour about the sport. What 
does matter is that we retain the 
good-will and interest of the yeomen 
farmers There was a chorus of as-

Now ‘veomen’ has come to connote a 
robust, stalwart, substantial agricul- 
turist one possibly farming his own 
land and coming from a long line 
of well-to-do farmei In the course 
of time the term has been given a 
wider significance than this, for we 
speak of folk doing ‘yeomen service’ 
although they have no connection 
with the land. The M. F. H. replied 
that he meant to include all those 
who tilled the soil and merely used 
the prefix ‘yeoman’ as a kindly title 
and one of honout 

Some time ago I wrote a book on 


Yeomen’ and nee then have come 


across data which it would have been 
interesting to include in that work 
and which will act as an addenda to 


the discussion mentioned above. In 





a survey of agricultural conditions 
in Surrey compiled in 1813 for the 
3oard of Agriculture, William Ste- 
venson wrote: 

“The yeomanry which in most 
other parts of the kingdom is con- 
fined to the common people only, is 
extended much higher in Kent, for 
it here likewise comprehends the 
principal farmers and leaseholders, 
who, either from their education or 
intercourse of life, are not estimated 
by the gentry of equal rank with 
themselves, and yet in point of 
wealth and possessions they are fre- 
quently superior to them.’ 

In 1808 Mavor made a similar re- 
port to the Board regarding Berk- 
shire and said that there yeomen 
held one third of the land and that 


“their residences have an air of 


gentility and frequently of elegance”’. 
Hasted, about the same time, in- 
formed the Board that in Kent 
“Though they write themselves yeo- 
men, yet they are very properly 
styled gentlemen farmers.’’ Bacon's 
description of yeomen in 1622 was 
‘a condition between gentlemen and 
cottagers’. Dr. Rae, examining in 
1883 ‘Why have the

‘From the sixteenth century on- 
wards they were continually passing 
up into the ranks of the’gentry; and 
in this way the peasantry gradually 
and unremarked lost their natural 
leaders——a point whose importance 
has so far as I know never been pro- 


perly estimated.”

And at any rate, I’m not to blame. 
That falls squarely upon the shoul- 
ders of Bert Clark Thayer. He up 
and asked me, so of course I up and 
did it. 

But you can forget—or overlook 
all that. Because the main body of the 
text is by either Mr. Thayer himself 
or Joe H. Palmer, the well-known 
and expert Blue Grass turf scribe; 
and it is draped around about 150 
Thayer photos, exquisitely reproduc- 
ed mostly in large size and so artis- 
tic themselves, and so artistically as- 
sembled, that they form a continuous 
poem, song, story and movie-show 
combined, of which the high-mettled 
racer is the central figure, together 
with his sires and dams, his brethren 
and sisteren, and the places at which 
he is begotten, born and grows up 
until he goes away to the races, from 
the most intimate possible viewpoint 
and the most appreciative angle. 

There are also chapters on the 
Kentucky harness race horse and the 
Kentucky saddle horse to round it 
all out, that are just as beautifully 
embellished. That’s an old-fashioned 
word, used in that way—embellish- 
ed. But if you prefer adorned, orna- 
mented, beautified, decorated, gar- 
landed or begemmed, just take your 
choice. Any or all of them are alto- 
gether fitting and proper. 

Your scribe has been visiting the 
Blue Grass annually for well over 
forty years, and often more than 
once a year, and he has seen all, or 
practically ail the spots and places 
that are shown in the book, practical- 
lv all the horses, and met up with 
most of the men who breed, own, and 
care for them.

Yes, its really a Rhapsody of the 
Blue Grass and I have the right to 
say so because if you look 'way back 
among the performers and see a 
grizzled old core doing a few things 
on the trombone in an unimportant 
way, that’s me.

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PAST MASTERS OF HOUNDS 


Some Comments On Some Of The Famous 
English Masters, Their Methods of Hunting 
Hounds And The Hounds They Hunted 


A. Henry Higginson, M. T°. 7. 


Master past-Masters, with no one to match you! 
Masters whose ‘For’ard-’ is weetest of sound 
Masters whose Field must ride hard if they'd catch you! 
Here to you Masters! 
Masters of Hound 
WILL H. OGILVIE 


Once upon a time more years ago than I like to remembe I had a 
pack of foxhounds of my own in that part of the Northern United States 
which borders the Atlantic seaboard and is known as ‘‘New England” Its 
topography is unlike any part of England that I know, but the manners and 
customs of its old families retain much in common with their British ances- 


tors who landed on that bleak coast over three hundred years ago. Foxhunt- 


ing is a sport we learned in England long ago, and in the South, it is practi- 
cally contemporary with foxhunting in the Mother country. We breed our 
own hounds, but they all come from British stock We breed our own horses, 
but their progenitors came from England We blow our own horns, but the 
idea emanates fom the English horn We ride on saddles copied from those 


designed by Whippy and Champion and Wilton and Ogden Even the clothes 
we wear are copied from those turned out by English tailors and bootmakers 
We borrowed an English sport and transplanted it to America; and so, what 
more natural than that I in embryo M. F. H., with an embryo pack 
should seek advice from that English Master whose name stood for all that 
is best in the sport he loved so well the late Duke of Beaufort? 

Looking back, it seems to me that Ll wrote to him a very ‘‘cheeky” letter, 
as we should say in America; for amor other things, I asked him for a 
photograph of himself and a Hunt button. They came by return mail, with 


a most charming letter answering my many questions and wishing me every 


success A few years later, when the first Foxhound Show in America, 
modelled on Peterborough lines, was inaugurated, I wrote the Duke, asking 
him to give one of the Champion Cup His letter in answer lies before me 
as I write these line Ile say 


“T shall be very pleased to give a silver cup to be competed for at your 


Show on May 27th Would you choose one for me in America? Perhaps 
that would save time and trouble I am much obliged I hope the Show 
will be a great success, and I shall be very curious to hear who has won my 
cup.” 


It so happened that one of my hounds achieved that honour, and it 
stands on my mantelpiece to-day, a lasting memorial to one of the kindest 
and most generous Masters whom I have known We kept up a steady cor 
respondence from that time on, and he sent me stallion hounds from time to 
time that helped me greatly in the breeding of a pack which ultimately be- 
came well known on both sides of the water In 1912, when [I was in Eng 
land, he was kind enough to invite me to visit him at Badminton, and on 


that occasion I had a chance to see as consummate Huntsman in the field 


as it has ever been my good fortune to follow At that time he was an old 
man and a very heavy one and did not attempt to jump any fences, but I 
remember that, at the end of a fast forty minute when I had been riding 
hard to stay with hounds, he was in the same field with them when they 
killed their fox I shall never forget that day, or his many kindnesses to 
me in after years We never met again, for | went back to the United States 
and did not return to England until after his death; but we corresponded 
regularly, and one of the last letters which I had from him is, I think, parti- 
cularly interesting, since it shows the condition of things after the close of 
the last war It is dated at Badminton, February 10th, 1920, and reads as 
follows 

“My dear Higginson IT was unlucky enough to break my leg on the 14th 
of last April, and although the bones soon joined, I got the gout in both 
tiff that I can neither walk far nor ride at 


knees and it has made them so 

all, so I have not hunted this season I hope next year I may get out ona 
cob, but I shall never hunt hounds again. I must leave that to my son, who 
is now twenty, and very keen and a good horseman. . I was lucky enough 


to keep a good many hounds alive, so that I have not been short this season 
We have been much hampered with an outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
for three weeks, so that we have been confined to a small part of our coun- 
try, but I hope that will soon be over now 

And again, two years later “Many thanks for your letter I am glad 
to hear you still hunt hounds, and have got a good pack again. I have a very 


good entry this year, particularly of bitches, but I have just had an outbreak 


of distemper and lost three couple of course ome of the best We hada 
good season, although the first part was spoiled by hard ground, but we 
killed 79% brace I had great fun in my car, and as I know the country 
pretty well, I get about and see a lot of sport I don’t know what I should 


do without it, as I cannot ride. My son did very well. He is going to hunt two 


packs next season, and he has left the Army, so he will be able to stick to 


it. .... it does not seem like ten years since you were here If by any 
chance you come over again, let me know We should be delighted to see 
you.” 


What a grand old sportsman he was! I never thought, in those days, 


that in years to come history might repeat itself, and that the son, of whom 


he speaks so proudly, might help me in the same generous way that his 
father had twenty years before; but that is the heritage of Badminton. May 


it long survive. 

Although several years his senior, I suppose that the late W. H. J. North 
(afterward Lord North) belonged to the same generation as the late Duke of 
Beaufort. I first became acquainted with Lord North in rather an odd way. 


A mutual acquaintance in America, knowing that I was interested in hound 
breeding and that I was conversant with the strains which had been imported 
into the United States, wrote and asked me if I could answer various ques- 
tions along those lines which ‘“‘his friend Lord North’’ had asked him Of 
course I knew Lord North by reputation, and as I happened to be, at that 
time, Editor of the English Fox Hound Stud Book of America, I sent him a 
set of the volume already published and also the information which he de- 
sired. In due course I received a letter from him, which runs as follows: 

“Thank you sincerely for your kind letter and present, which I value 
greatly. It is most interesting. I have only had time as yet to look at your 
entry,—I see you have some good Warwickshire blood and plenty of Belvoir. 
Warwickshire Talisman was a grand hound in chase, but not good in draw- 
ing Might I ask you how you found your Talismans in that respect. I am 
sending you a book of pedigrees I have worked out, and I shall be so pleased 
if you will accept it. I began it some twenty years ago, just to find out what 
hounds we had in our Warwickshire kennel descended from my old ‘Castor’ 
and “‘Rapid’’, and then I went on, and am going on, with the pedigrees of 
hounds from other kennels used by us. How all hound men,—whether 
American, French or English,—love a good hound gossip! I have French 
friends who talk by the hour.’”’ 

A few years later, I had the great pleasure of stopping with Lord North, 
at Wroxton Abbey, near Banbury. Though close on eighty at the time, Lord 
North was as keen about hounds and hunting as a boy of twenty He had 
arranged that I should visit the Heythrop kennels, but unluckily, he was not 
well enough to go with me on that day, though old Charles Sturman, their 
Huntsman, did the honours very well, but he did visit the Warwickshire 
with me, and his comments on the hounds we saw and their breeding were 
most interesting, and his memory for blood lines was extraordinary. I had 
a day with the Warwickshire on that occasion,—-and a very good one too, 
and I doubt if I shall ever forget that sight of old Lord North standing up in 
his pony-cart as we crossed the road near where he had holloaed our fox 
away My wife, who was with the old man, told me afterward that she 
thought he would jump out of the cart in his excitement, and, old as he was, 
his ‘‘holloa’’ was as strong and clear as any Whipper-in’s! 

During the last Great War, he played a gallant part for a man of his 
age; as the following letter will show. It is dated from Wroxton Abbey, 
August 20th, 1914, and reads: 

“My dear Mr. Higginson Thanks for your letter of 26 July just re- 
ceived I assure you it was no trouble to me to make out the pedigree, and 
I hope all will go well with you and your pack We are in awful anxiety 
here, for we have three grandsons in the fighting line (two in the Irish 
Guards and one in the Navy). My son Eric whom you know, is in the Spec- 
ial Reserve of Officers and I don’t know what is going to happen to him yet, 
but I expect he will have to go back to his old Regiment, in which he was a 
Captain His son, too, is waiting for orders. He was married on the Sth, so 
his honeymoon will have been a short one. I am too old for active service, 
so I have to look after the Reserves, with others who are in the same boat. 
They come up splendidly.” 

Six months later, he writes again “How good it is of you to think of 
1 


s. I wish I was going hunting with you. I herewith send you a photograph 
of myself, of a different sort to that which you have. It commemorates the 
marching off from Banbury to Oxford of 400 recruits for the Reserve Bat- 
talion of the Oxfordshire Regiment. 300 were called for on one Friday after- 
noon and we marched off 400 on the Monday following,—the extra men going 
to “K’”’ Army We are all very well, her Ladyship well, ‘‘in herself’, but 
not able to walk Of course, the anxiety of having all our grandsons, bar 
one of ten years old, in the services, and Eric too, is trying, but she bears

Monday, December 2, hounds met 
at Gradyville at ten o’clock under 
a blue sky and a shining sun. A 
heavenly day though fairly cold with 
the surface of the ground frozen. A 
small Monday morning field of four 
followed Mr. 
couple of 


Kerr and twenty-five 
hounds through Mr. 
Hare’s and Dr. Sharp’s into Mendon- 
hall Woods. Here hounds promptly 
gave tongue. Either the ground was 
too dry,—leaves rattled in the woods 
or the fox was “cold” himself, for 
hounds could not keep to the line. 
We viewed the fox as he ran easily, 
unhurriedly, from Mr. Simmons’ 
field into Dr. Sharp’s. Hounds were 
not in what I'd call a conscientious 
mood. They obviously overran the 
line, were impatient and over eager, 
but obviously too they were having 
their troubles with ‘‘catchy’”’ scent. 
After several uncertain circlings that 
led nowhere, Mr. Kerr elected to 
draw back towards Hunting Hill. In 
Pickering hounds picked up the line 
of a fox that could really run, the 
one, perhaps, that led Thanksgiving 
Day in the breathless going through 
Evan’s Rock to the Reservoir, for 
he took part of the identical line. Sad 
for him, and for us too, that hounds 
uncovered him on Monday. Though 
what a run he gave us as his vale- 
dictory! He led at a breath taking 
pace to Hunting Hill and left across 
the Creek up the hill and over the 
fields and roads into Boxwood Farm, 
Black Oak Farm. 
Here, however, on a right turn into 


thence on _ into 


the woods and across the creek he 
led back over fields and across the 
road to Hunting Hill and on—on 
to Chestnut Sprouts with the rhy- 
thmie music of chorusing hounds 
sounding ever nearer and nearer to 
his keen listening ear. In Chestnut 
Sprouts the splendid swing of the 
hounds tonguing changed in tempo. 
It became shorter, sharper, 
“They'll kill him!” and 
Whipper-in Crossan galloped out of 
the woods to cut off hounds. He was

staccato 


just too late! In the open field be- 
yond the woods the music of hounds 
changed to the soundless death mur- 
mur of achievement and satisfaction. 

Mr. Kerr shook his head. ‘I am 
certainly sorry,’ he said. I saw Cros- 
san’s horse trotting serenely up the 
field and about to try to 
catch him, for at the moment I could 
hardly bear to look at hounds. No

MRS. JOHN BOSLEY 
Elizabeth Cromwell Bosley of Maryland, a real horsewoman in every sense 
of the word, has gone, killed in an automobile accident last Sunday. Such a 
woman should have been spared to carry on the life that she was leading, 
brave, game sportswoman that she was, the fine mother of three sporting 
children, what a tragedy that her life was cut short at the age of 42. 





The world knows Mrs. Bosley as the trainer of that famous thoroughbred, 
Chase Me who defeated Mate and Pomposity, and who sprang from a child- 
ren’s hunter to international fame almost over night at the hands of one of 
the finest horsewomen that there has ever been. The world, too, knows the 
story of this lady whose family needed monetary aid. Too proud to turn to 
friends, Mrs. Bosley went to her children and made of their horse, one of the 
great race horses of the time who earned $30,000 in a single year defeating 
the best that the turf had to offer and was only beaten when fate intervened 
and destroyed the game little horse that Mrs. Bosley had made into a great 
money winner. 

It has, perhaps, been forgotten that in spite of troubles, in spite of the 
need for financial assistance in 1933, Mrs. Bosley turned down substantial 
offers for Chase Me. Why, because Elizabeth Bosley was like that. The 
greatest mother that three children could ever want, the greatest horse- 
woman in the country, a fine one te hounds, a hard one to beat over any 
country, one of the few licensed trainers in the United States today, Mrs. 
Bosley let her heart be her guide and refused to sell Chase Me, for Chase Me 
was part of her family and when he died there was a vacancy that could 
never be filled. Chase Me was gone, and there would never be another 
Chase Me. 

Elizabeth Bosley trained many horses for the tracks. 
figure at many a sporting fixture all over the country and at 42 her career 
as a horsewoman par excellence was just reaching the topmost rung. It is 
not easy for a lady to attain renown at the tracks. The game is not a lady's 
game and it takes a truly great horsewoman to surmount all of the diffi- 
culties and still maintain her dignity, the respect and admiration of all. 
Now when Elizabeth Bosley has gone from the track, the impression that 
she made by her presence there strikes all the more strongly by her absence. 
It will be hard to find another Chase Me but it will be harder yet to find 
another Elizabeth Bosley. 

Horsemen all, the Bosley family will miss her tragically, but many other 
men and women will miss her, too, and so will the track where she spent so 
many hard earned hours of triumph, where she faced defeat and where she 
made her victories. When things look bad and there seems no hope, when 
your whole world seems to have left you, can you still keep your chin up 
and look the world in the eye? Elizabeth Bosley did and what is more, she 
made the world look her in the eye, and she went by, galloping.

There is one word that perhaps expresses Elizabeth Bosley of Maryland, 
Gameness. Mrs. Bosley was one of the gamest women that ever sat a horse. 
Other women have ridden well, there have been good women trainers, too, 
and there are good mothers, too, but it is hard to find the best of everything 
all combined in one fine spirit. When such there is, and she passes by, let us 
bow our heads for one quiet moment and think as she leaves us, there is 
one whom all can follow for none is better than she.

Picking Up Nails 


December 5, 1940 
Pelham, N. Y.

Dear Sirs: 

Let me correct the ever correct 
Chronicle in its reporting of the 
National, 

In this week’s “In the Country” 
you mention the magnet used at the 
National to remove nails. This out- 
fit has been used by the National 
for three years and was also used 
at the last Atlantic City Show. It is 
difficult for the National with the 
union rules on labor to have skilled 
labor use such a device. The help 
hired to care for the ring don’t like 
the rake job because it takes care 
and interest and work for success. 
After the Clark—Lord Britain  af- 
fair an outsider who understands 
the use of the rake was put in 
charge and no more trouble was ex- 
perienced. 

The rake was made by the Racon 
Electric Company of New York City 
under my supervision after a_ dis- 
cussion on the nail situation with 
Ned King. It was designed and built 
within three days and uses the new 
“Alnico’”’ permanent magnets elim- 
inating the necessity of any wires. 
It is strong enough to lift a nail 
(spike) off of a cement floor about 
one inch. Pulling the front edge of 
it through the soft harrowed dirt 
gets most of the nails on or near the 
surface. It is harder to pull when it 
rolls the dirt in front of it than 
when it clears the dirt altogether. 

No mention is ever made of the 
quantity of nails picked up. They 
get into the dirt in the construction 
and destruction of the various shows 
where it is used. This year’s crop at 
the National was about a pail full 
for the week. It would have been 
more if the thing had been properly 
used the first few days. 





The crop of the Atlantic City show 
was much larger as it 
been raked before. In 
nails, 


never had 
addition to 
bottle tops were picked up 
which showed that the dirt had been 
used for a show in which a conces- 
sion had been on the dirt floor. 

When the Essex Troop (N. J.) 
Armory was built several kegs of 
nails were picked up and they fin- 
ally bought a rake for permanent 
use. The Armory is the new one in 
Orange. 

Just before the National it was 
used to remove the nails from the 
ground at the Lewisohn Stadium in 
New York after the construction in 
connection with the summer concerts 
was removed. 

Next time you are up here call 
me up and [I will be glad to show it 
to you. I carry it around in a bracket 
on the back of my car. It weighs 
about two hundred pounds and is 
Six feet wide with a couple of small 
wheels on the ends. It has a handle 
suitable for two men to pull with 
and is usually followed up by ano- 
ther man with a pail who watches 
the back edge for any nails that are 
about to be rubbed off. It is usually 
turned over about every 30’-0" and 
the collection scrapped off. There is 
a groove between the two pole pieces 
about an inch wide and an inch deep 
where they collect. 

Will never forget the reaction of 
Atlantic 
City who greeted the rake with some 
doubt and told me that Ned King 
said they should use it but that the 
rest of the committee would have to 
be shown. The first time around the 
ring produced handfulls 
which were shown to the committee 
man and he asked that they be sav- 
ed for the rest of the men. Before 
the day was out we had a very heal- 
thy collection which the same com- 
mitteeman asked me to hide in the 
far reaches of the office so that he

Lordvale 


Dec. 10, 1940 
Editor The Chronicle 
Middleburg, Va. 
Sir: 

You have perhaps heard and now 
the enclosed copy of the Worcester 
paper gives you an idea of the fire 
which reduced Lordvale to ashes the 
day after Thanksgiving. 

Forty-five vears ago I 
plans for a country place 


made my 

where a 
sportsman could enjoy his leisure 
with horses and hounds. The acreage 
was about 350 within 8 miles of the 
city and was the first country place 
founded by a Worcester citizen  ex- 
cept the home of John B. Gough, the 
great Temperance Lecturer who re- 
tired to a residence near Boylston 
years ago. 

In 1825 Carter the architect plan- 
ned the Kinnicutt, Lincoln and the 
Smith mansions in Worcester and in 
the latter I was born. When the Kin- 
nicutt house was to be torn down I 
to Grafton 

after my 


bought it and moved it 

and named it Lordvale 
mother who was a Lord, as it was 
situated in a vale. There were 150 
odd acres of splendid great chestnut 
trees through which the entrance 
drive traversed. These chestnuts on 
account of the blight were cut down 
and the land re-forested with Nor- 
Way, pine and spruce. There was a 
grand avenue of maples and elms 
leading up to and away from the 
front of the farmer’s cottage and 
splendid elms on the lawn. I placed 





gles, with kennels on his place, and 
for many years provided sport in 
Fairfield County and in the Goldens 
Bridge country in New York, where 
in joint-mastership with Mrs. Rich- 
ard Bondy Jr., he hunted his beagles 
and seemed in the best of health 
only a week before suffering a heart 
attack which proved fatal. 


the Kinnicutt house on the old loca- 
tion making a porter’s lodge of the 
cottage. 

There [I lived for 45 years and the 
horses and hounds which went forth 
all over the world to win Internat- 
ional Fame were all broken and 
trained by me there. 


For 17 mornings out of 21 in 
1905 I took my pack of hounds, 
which that Fall won the’ Grafton- 


Middlesex, American-English  fox- 
hound match to the covers’ which 
abounded with foxes in Grafton, 
Millbury and Sutton. Many a morn- 
ing at four o’clock did I take out 
my string of Steeplechasers riding 
The Cad who won the Champion in 
1900, followed by Sacket and King 
T who ran first and second in the 
Grand National in 1901 at Sheep- 
shead Bay, winning over $18,000 in 
nine months. 

With the exception of Broad Hol- 
low, the country seat of Thomas Hit- 
cheock there was perhaps no home 
in America where the Master was so 
intimate with his horses and hounds. 

Fortunately my rare books were 
shelved in a library 100 yards from 
the mansion so they were not  in- 
jured and we were able to save the 
majority of the paintings and old 
furniture which I had picked up 
from time to time in London, Fran- 
ce, New Orleans and on the Bache- 
lor’s Walk, Dublin. 


I write this as I have been made 
happy by receiving so many wires, 
telephone messages and letters from 
sportsmen and women all over the 
country commiserating with me, 
and through this note make known 
my appreciation of their kindness. 

We shall not rebuild, as Lordvale 
has been encroached upon by a Nat- 
ional Flying Field which makes 
seculsion impossible, but shall look 
for another anchorage in some hunt- 
ing country where the fields are 
fair and friends congenial.
